This presidential mood is indi­ 
cated by Mr. Roosevelt’s reitera­ 
tion, at press conferences, of the 
phrase “ it’s up to congress” when

R etains Old Strategy 
Aside from the arm am en t In­ 
crease project, nothing has em erg­ 
ed as yet from 
his 
conferences 
with Democratic legislative lead­ 
ers 
to 
indicate a W hite House 
drive for quick action on any leg­ 
islative front. N either 
Majority 
Leader Barkley in the senate nor 
Speaker B ankhead and Majority 
Leader R ayburn of the house ap­ 
pear to anticipate

message at the opening of the new 
congress, except as Mr. Roosevelt 
is virtually certain 
to 
reiterate

never rem ains s ta tic ;” th a t reali­

■ roach Mr. Roosevelt is believed

Reo Stockholders 


Ask For Receiver, 


Claim Insolvency 


Lansing, Dec. 13 UP)- Twenty 
stockholders of the Reo Motor Car 
company tiled a petition in the 
Ingham county circuit court today 
charging that the firm, one of the 
oldest in the automobile industry. 
is insolvent and asking a receiver 
be appointed. 
The action disclosed that Row­ 
land Campbell, former operator of 
a midwest chain of small stores 
who gained control of the ti nu 
last sum m er in a proxy battle, had 
resigned as chairm an of the board 
November 14 and that since that 
time the affairs of the corporation 
had been in the hands of his broth­ 
er, Thomas Campbell. 
The petition alleged th at the 
Rea company, organized in 19 04. 
was insolvent and that th a t con­ 
dition was “ brought about by the 
waste and mism anagem ent of the 
board of directors 
and 
officers 
now' in control. 
The petition also asserted that 
a salary of $25,000 a year for five 
years was voted Rowland Camp­ 
bell as president and general m an­ 
ager; th at on November I Camp­ 
bell dismissed W. C. Wood as sec­ 
retary and treasu rer of the firm 
and left the office tem porarily va­ 
cant; th a t on November 12, Thom ­ 
as Campbell placed the entire fac­ 
tory m anagem ent In the hands of 
A. J. B randt, an industrial engi­ 
neer, who had been employed in 
October at a salary of $200 a day 
for himself and $100 a day for an 
assistant, L. F. Jubenville; that 
on or about November 14, Ju b en ­ 
ville was m ade acting secretary 
and tre a su rer and on December 3 
was given those titles in full. 
The petitioners alleged that cur­ 
rent assets of cash and m ark et­ 
able securities have been practic­ 
ally used up and th a t on Decem­ 
ber IO, $400,000 of current bills 
became due which have not been 
paid for lack of funds.

library 
when he heard two persons argu­ 
ing under a curb light. 
“ I saw someone run and then 
I heard two shots,” 
Zook

fied. “ I started toward the scene 
of the shooting and I saw a per­ 
son with the gun walk up to the 
body and fire two more shots into 
it. 
“ When I reached the

gave me a gu n.” Pugh testified.

Roosevelt and Eden 


Discuss Things, But 


Keep Topics Secret 


W ashington, 
Dec. 
13. 
UP) — 
F’resident Roosevelt and Anthony 
Eden, the man wrho would like to 
see world democracy adopt a firm 
attitude toward dictatorship, dis­ 
cussed international problems at 
a half-hour session today blit left 
the world to guess just what, had 
happened between them. 
The chief executive and the for­ 
mer foreign secretary of Great 
Britain met in the presidential 
study. The meeting w*as informal, 
hut this fact failed to dispel whol­ 
ly some belief here that the con­ 
versation 
w’hs fraught with sig­ 
nificance 
for 
Anglo-American 
friendship. 
The 
consensus 
in 
informed 
quarters was that no com m itm ent 
was discussed or made, but that 
both men used the opportunity to 
review democratic problems in a 
world disturbed by power politics 
of totalitarian states. 
“ Pleasant Conversation” 
Few unofficial conversations in 
recent years had 
attracted 
as 
much interest as today’H meeting, 
partially because of 
the 
prom ­ 
inence of the principals and the 
timing of Eden's visit soon after 
the Munich agreem ent and Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s prolonged review 
of foreign affairs with several of 
his European ambassadors. 
Eden, who received a public 
ovation wherever

biggest 
year since 19 29. 
If pre­ 
dictions for the 
current 
season 
hold good, it will exceed 19 36 and 
be the biggest season since 
the 
depression. 
Tile local postoffice is in much 
better shape to handle the volume 
of 
mail and parcel post 
than it 
was a year ago, because of the 
completion of the remodeled fed-, 
etal building in wntch it is hous­ 
ed. The additions to the building 
were under 
construction 
during 
the holiday rush last year, and 
were completed after (he Christ­ 
mas season. This year the added 
space is available for handling all 
parcel post and regular mall. 
It was formerly necessary to 
set up a sub-station In a vacant 
building near 
the 
postoffice 
to 
handle tile incoming parcel post, 
Hut with the completion of the 
remodeling project there is now 
room enough so that it can all be 
handled under the same roof. Bet­ 
ter facilities are available for the 
sorting into routes, ami the ramp

available.

survey completed by the 
civil service department reveals that fewer 
than S.600 state em ployes of a total

18,342 have no job protection as a result 
of Michigan’s m erit system act. This

taken as an indication that Governor Fitz­ 
gerald will not sabotage the civil service 
plan in favor of a return to the spoils sys­ 
tem. The economy program, of

Washington. I). C.-— Ireland has taken 
note of the fact that some historians are 
apparently confused as to its early history, 
and also its 
governmental 
division 
In 
1920. 
An Irishman does enjoy his Joke, 
but being a very matter of 
fact 
individ­ 
ual, he Is equally Interested In 
keeping 
history straight. Thus, historians 
of Ire­ 
land have recently given to the world 
a 
notable historical account of their coun­ 
try, aptly explaining what 
brought 
the 
Irish Free State Into existence. 
Ireland never came under Roman law' 
and institutions; that 
conquest 
stopped 
short in Britain. But the country was con­ 
verted by missionaries from the 
Roman 
world, and when Europe and Britain were 
overrun by pagans, from Ireland was car­ 
ried out the work of restoring the Christ­ 
ian faith in Northern Europe. 
With Christianity St. Patrick 
brought 
to Ireland the language of Roman civiliza 
Hon and the Latin alphabet. Before this, 
only a clumsy script was used, the Ogham 
character, which may be seen in the Nat­ 
ional Museum in Dublin. 
For three and a half centuries after the 
introduction of Christianity, Ireland was 
a home of study and art. 
Swift and beau­ 
tiful penmanship 
developed 
there — a 
priceless art when every hook had to 
be 
written by hand. 
Charlemagne 
brought 
irish scribes to set examples of how writ­ 
ing should be done, and to serve as teach­ 
ers. During this period the Irish, though a 
warlike people, had no professional sol­ 
diers. 
From 800 A.D. onwards they were 
attacked by the 
Danes 
and 
Norsemen 
who conquered most of England and made 
Normandy theirs. The 
races 
began 
to 
blend. The invaders 
became 
Christian; 
and from the battle of Clontarf in 1014 
there was no further question of conquest 
by the Danes. But Brian Boru, whose army 
defeated them there, died on the field and 
there was no strong central 
government. 
Meanwhile Norsemen, settled 
In 
France, 
who had learned all the l a t i n knowledge, 
conquered England, and forced 
upon 
it 
feudal Institutions based on 
the Roman 
law. But when Henry II pushed his adven­ 
tures across the channel to 
Ireland, 
he 
found different laws and 
customs. 
Prop­ 
erty was held, positions were inherited, on 
a different system. The conquest was car­ 
ried out. and the invaders 
intermarried 
freely and the races mixed. 
But what did not mix well were the two 
systems of law, and the 
core of 
trouble 
was over land. Norman law regarded land 
as a thing which a man owned as he own­ 
ed his horse. In the Irish view, a family on 
the land had a title to remain 
there 
so 
long as rents were 
paid. 
Though 
the 
Irish law was preferred by the settlers. 
English sovereignty was constantly striv­ 
ing that Ireland should live 
by 
English 
law. 
At the end of the 16th century the Nor­ 
man Geraldine Earls of Kildare virtually 
ruled Ireland. Then came Henry VHI and 
the new policy of a centralized monarchy. 
The policy might have succeeded but for 
the new cleavage over religion. 
Hitherto 
the Normans. English, and Irish bn cl 
all 
been of one faith, but now they were for 
the Pope or the King.

Lansing, Mich.,— Michigan will 
nr©ak away from th© Koosevelt- 
1an orbit of government when the 
Republicans return to power here 
Jan. 
I, but there will be no 
wholesale scuttling of Gov. Frank 
Murphy’s “Little New Deal” pro­ 
gram. The G.O.P. wants to bo 
rated as conservative— but not 
too conservative. 
This Is the opinion of impar­ 
tial political observers here. The 
program 
outlined by Governor- 
elect Frank D. Fitzgerald shows 
a reactionary approach to certain 
phases of Governor Murphy’s ad­ 
ministration. This Is particularly 
true of the incoming executive’s 
policies favoring a less intimate 
relationship between the W hite 
House and Michigan affairs; de­ 
centralisation 
of 
State 
govern­ 
ment, 
especially 
in 
administra­ 
tion of welfare agencies; stricter 
law enforcement in labor troubles 
less reliance on relief measures 
as 
an 
economic 
prop; 
and 
a 
balanced budget. 
However, much of the so-called 
“New Deal” will go on, part of 
it with Republican approval and 
part 
with 
a 
“suffer-it-to-be-HO- 
now" sort of tolerance. The pro­ 
jected G. O. P. program is re­ 


garded here as the logical answer 
to changed economic conditions 
and the public’s enhanced sense 
of responsibility for human wel­ 
fare, a view encouraged by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s New Deal. 
Must Keep On 
“ We can never return to con­ 
ditions that once exeisted, nor da 
real 
Republicans desire such a 
return.” said the Governor-elect 
in reference to his P arty’s pro­ 
gram. 
For instance, the incoming ad­ 
ministration 
is 
believed to re­ 
gard such measures as old age 
pensions, 
unemployment 
insur­ 
ance, government-supported hous­ 
ing projects, and labor relations 
legislation as signs of the time 
that cannot be denied 
and as 
progressive 
elements 
that 
are 
here to stay. Fitzgerald favors 
more liberal old age assistance 
payments than are now in effect; 
a State-sponsored 
housing 
plan 
that 
would 
provide Homesteads 
in suburban areas through sale 
of tax-delinquent land, with or 
without 
financing 
cooperation 
from the Federal Housing Admin­ 
istration; and a labor relations 
act which would clarify the work­ 
m an’s rights in 
Michigan. 
The 
State has no such act at present. 
Mr. Fitzgerald opposes, however, 
leniency toward labor if it breaks 
laws, and is a critic of Governor 
Murhy’s policy of tolerance to­ 
ward “sit-down” strikers in 19 37. 
“ Labor has made gains in re­ 
cent years,” said the Governor- 
Elect recently, “ not through sen­ 
sationalism but in spite of it. But

40,000 Indians Study 
In 350 Institutions 


BY F R E D E R IC J. HASKIN 
Washington. D. C.— 1The United 
States Indian Service has a unique 
educational problem. 
The service 
enrolls almost 40,000 children in 
350 schools, from Point. Barrow, 
Alaska, to Brig hto n, Florida, and 
from North Carolina to California. 
Schools range from one-room day 
schools offering eight grades 
of 
instruction 
to 
vocational 
high 
schools of 
700 
stu dents. 
Its 
problems are probably m ore di­ 
verse than those of 
any 
other 
school system 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
It educates chi dron from 
families in 
which 
English 
has 
never been 
spoken and to whom 
a railroad train, an elevator, or a 
boat are u n k n o w n ; children from 
homes where the women 
have 
been forbidden for centuries to 
com m unic ate with 
white people. 
In contrast it has many child ren 
whose unix difference from their 
white neighbors lies in th e fact 
that they are economically 
less 
fort ti nato. 
The teachers of 
the 
Indian 
schools have the task of develop­ 
ing education which will conserve 
the original background of native 
en turn where it exists and re-es­ 
tablish 
pride 
and 
self-respect 
where it bas been destroyed. They 
train stu d e n ts in know ledge aud 
skill necessary to exploit effec­ 
tively their native resources and 
develop 
in 
them 
the 
tech­ 
nique necessary to economic, self- 
support. 
In addition, they in tro ­ 
duce these children to an eco n o m ­ 
ic and cu ltu ral u n d e rsta n d in g of 
their white neighbors an d asso­ 
ciates. 
The Indian Service cooperates 
closely with th e public schools of 
the States in which it operates, 
lint it is not subject to courses 
of 
study 
required 
by 
public 
schools of these States. 
Collabor­ 
ation exists in 
certain 
States 
where th e local schools u n d e r ta k e 
to educate. Indian children under 
supervision of Indian Service e d u ­ 
cators an d with funds supplied 
by the F edera l Government. Sev­ 
eral years ago 
Congress 
made 
available a fund to help capable 
young people attend colleges and 
advanced trad e schools. 
F o r the 
most p art theso funds a re r e im ­ 
bursable and a r e loaned to cover 
paym ent of tuition and living ex­ 
penses d u r in g a given period. 
G ra d u ate s of Indian schools are 
accepted in colleges on Hie sam e 
basis as those from schools for 
whites. 
T h e r e are approxim ately 
600 Indian boys and girls receiv­ 
ing post-high 
school 
training. 
Some of th e m are p rep a rin g for 
a specific position in th e Indian 
Service, 
while o th e rs will 
ta k e 
their places in th e economic life 
of the country.

Service schools devote 


much tim e and effort, to teaching 
adults — som etim es in subjects
